Widener’.s St. James, •W'inner of the Belmont 
I’ark Futurity and greatest money-'winning 
two-year-old of last year, is to be pointed for 
the IVeaknes.s, it ■was learned Monday. 

There lias l)een a great deal of interest 
in the tlireo-ye.ar-old prospects of the son of 
Amha.s.sador IV. and Bobolink II. After his j 
victory under a crushing impost of 130 1 
pounds in the Futurity last fall the colt was 
retired for tlio winter, leaving tlie later rich j 
two-year-old events to the mercy of his 
rivals. Trainer .\ndrevv .T. Joyner did not 
cjire to run any risk of injuring the colt's 
flianees for three-year-old lionors by keep- 
ing him in training too long ’as a two-ycar- 
ohl. 

The Fu'urity is .a three-quarters race, and 
that is the lonc'est distance wliieh St. James! 
covered as a uvenile. Sarazen, the un- I 
beaten, and Wise Counsellor, .1. S. Ward’s ' 
Kentucky .speed marvel, both scored their i 
most impre.ssive victories in mile races. 

SAUVZKN NOT ELIGIBLE. 

Sar.azen is not eligible for the Freakness 
because be is .a gehling, and it i.s not eon- | 
sidered likely that Wire Counsellor will be ! 
{■•hipped Fast to race in tlie big Fimlieo stakes 
for fear of injuring liis cliances for the Ken- \ 
lucky Derby. 'I’lius St. James lias a good j 
chance of starting in tlie Preakness without i 
having to face liis most formidalile riv.als. | 

Jockey Tlicmas McTaggart has .already | 
nqiorted to trainer Joyner, and he will take • 
.an .ai'tive part in the training operations from ' 
now on. St. James lias already been out ' 
on the tr.ack ;it Belmont Park and. while I 
he has not hceii asked for speed, he appear.s ' 
ill fine fettle. He h.as filled out considerably. 

Wliether or not St. James will start in j 
the Kentucky Di-rby will jirobably depend j 
to .a great extent on his showing in the 
1‘rcakiicss. Tlie Preakness is his first oli- j 
jective. in any case, and trainer .Toyner will 
b<>nd every effort toward preparing liim for 
that event. All of liis training will be aimed 
•at Iiaving him at the peak of his form for 
the big Pimlico race. 

OPEN AVTNTEU HELPS TRAINING. 

The open winter has been of great help to 
the staliles wintering at tlie Long Island 
tracks. Tntil .'tunday's storm struck lliis 
.•section, there had been no snow all winter 
and hardly more than a touch of really cold 
weatl'.er. 

Normally exercise in the open would have 
been out of the question up to this time of 
year, but this winter it lias been possible to 
give .a great many of the horses quartered 
at the Long Island tracks plenty of work in 
the open air. This lia.s been supplemented 
by .shed work ■when weather conditions were 
unfavorable .and altogetlier the horses are 
much further advanced tl’.an usual at this 
season. 

St. .Tames is a fine looking eolt. He w.as 
all of that last fall, hut he has gfown eon- 
sider'alil.v since he w'oii the Futurity at Bel- 
mont Parle, and liis condition i.s excellent. 
Tliose who have watt bed the colt liave no 
doubt of his staying qualities in spite of 
tlie fact tluit ills .ability to go a distance 
bas never been tested. Ills breeding i.s tliat 
of a stayer, .and bis conformation indicates 
that he po.ssesses tlie necessary bottom. 

ST. JAMES OF FOREIGN BLOOD. 

I'lilike S.ar.azen .and Wise Counsellor, wliieli 
are generally considered bis chief rivals for 
three-year-old Ininor.s, St. Janies is of imrely 
foreign bloo<l lines. His sire. Ambassador 
IV'., is .an imiiorteii sfaliioii liy Dark Ronahl 
— Exrellenza. by Haul Brion, and his dam. 
Bobolink II.. is also ICnglisii-lired, a d.augli- 
trr of Willonyx and Chelandry, by Gold- 
finch. 

Sarazen and Wise Counsellor have a strong 
strain of old Americ.an blood in tlieir jiedi- 
grees. Englisli families are, of course, re- 
rrest'nted in tlieir iiedigrces, but the strain 
in eacli is .\mericari. 

Tliere will be riiucli interest on the part 
of breeders in the three-year-old ra- ing 
the coming sea.son for this reason. Wlietlier 
St. James, wiili his jiure I'lnglish ancestrS', 
or liis tWo cliief ri'cals, representing as tliey 
do tlie .Xmerii-an families whicli are ineligible 
to the Englisli Stud P.ook. will d(.imiiiate the 
laoiiig, will be a detddeilly fascinating ques- 
tion which actual competition aicne can de- 
cide.

Will Be Made. 



LOUI.STILT.,E, Ky., Feb. 1.3.— The Kentucky 
house of representatives today passed a bill 
repealing the pari-mutuel betting law by a 
vote of 5S to 3S. The bill jiassed today has 
been the football of politicians since the legis- 
lature convened in January. Its passage 
was the refusal of a “slick trick’’ played by a 
I coterie of lobbyists opposed to Governor 
Fields’ administration. The bill as originally 
introduced was so covered up in its title that 
the speaker of the house, a friend of the 
racing interests, not knowing the subject mat- 
! ter hurriedly referred it to a hostile commit- 
I tee. This committee reported the bill out 
I favorably and after long delay finally got 
I it to a vote. 

I Before the measure reached the voting 
; stage opponents of the liill attempted to ro- 
I commit it, but lacked five votes of Iiaving 
’ enough strength to send it back to another 
committee. 

'While opponents of racing have little hope 
of the measure Jiocoming a law at this ses- 
sion they arc highly jubilant that firct blood 
I lias been drawn .against the sport of racing, 
j It is said that the senate, to which the bill 
: now goes, is fav'orable to racing, as it :’s at 
I pro.sent conducted in Kentucky. How strong 
tlie opposition will force it.s advantage at tliis 
session of tlie legislature is merely a question. 
Many interests are entwined and many 
angles are presented which will not warrant 
' a prediction at this time. 

I It is said tliat (Jovernor Fields, who was 
' elected on a platform guaranteeing tlie safety 
1 of racing in tlie state, will veto the bill should 
I it pa.ss liotli liou.ses. Tlii.s, however, does not 
I come from the Governor himself. 

! After news of the action of the Kentucky 
! house of representatives in pasing a bill re- 
i pealing the pari-mutuel law readied Chicago 
■ it was learned, from a reliable source, that 
! there was only a remote chance, if any, of 
i ilie senate approving this measure. It was 
I stated that at least twenty-nine members of 
1 the tliirty-eight in the senate have expres.sed 
! themselves as against the passing of any 
j anti-mutuel or anti-racing measures. 

NO RACING^ MOBILE 



Business Men of That City Decide 
Against Holding Spring Meet- 
ing — Plan for the Future. 



NEW OPH.E.^NS, Iji., Feb. 13.— There 
will be no racing at Mobile in tlie coming 1 
spring. Tills information was conveyed in 
a letter from secretary J. A. Bobinson of tlie 
Mobile Business Men’s Baciiig A.ssociation. 

Conditions in Mobile at present are not 
conducive for a successful racing season and 
it was considered ill-.advised to attempt one. 
There was little regret pxpres.?ed that there 
will be no meeting at Mobile, 'i'he racing 
there lias been mediocre at best and has 
served no purpose. 

There is some talk of trying to get a mu- 
tiicl liill passed during the coming convening 
of the legislature in special session and if 
favorable legislation can be secured a mile 
track i.s in contemplation. It will be built 
.along modern lines with ample facilities to 
stable a number of horses. Good jiurses are 
al.so intended and a general bid for co- 
operation by the better cla.ss turfmen to bring 
.some of their stars to again put Mobile on 
the racing map.

Today to Ratify Dates and 
Announce Program. 



SAN FB.\NCISCO. Cal., Feb. 13.— Unavoid- 
able absence of members of the directorate of 
tlie Pacific Coast Jockey Club caused a post- 
ponement from Friday of last week until to- 
morrow, Tliuisday, I'Vbruary 1-1, of tl’.e an- 
nual meeting of the executive committee of 
tile club. This will interfere in no way witli 
the spring meeting, that i.s .sclieduled to take 
place from April 2(5 to May 18, inclusive, 
'riiese dates have virtually been agreed upon 
and there is no more to be done than a formal 
acceptance. 

Members of the executive committee, in- 
cluding A. B. Spreckels, Budolph Spreckels 
and Herbert Flei.slihacker, will gatlier to- 
morrow to ratify the dates, to pass upon the 
racing program and to further lay plans for 
the twenty days of racing tliat will lie lield. 

“I have my whole program laid out,” said 
John D. Stelling. general manager of the 
Pacific Ccast Jockey Club, “and tlie only 
thing that remains is to lay it before the 
members of tlie executive committee for their 
ratification and approval. 

“I am convinced that w^e will be able to 
offer .a far better meeting in the spring than 
we did in the fall, and tliat we will .secure a 
far better attendance. 1 am not at present 
at liberty to di.sclose our contemplated iiro- 
gram. but 1 can assure the racing fans that 
it will meet their commendation.’’ 

As soon a.s tlie executive committee holds 
its niecliiig general manager Stelling expects 
to iiay a visit to tlie Tijuana course, when 
he will confer witli liorseiiien ;is regards sta- 
1 le accommodations for the meeting in the 
spring.

Gondolier Has Narrow Escape 
From Defeat in Principal Race 
— Ruby Finally Makes Good. 



NEW ORLEANS, I.a., Feb. 13.— One of the 
poorest racing cards that has been provided 
in years at the Fair Grounds was decided 
this afternoon, but the lack of features seem- 
ingly was overlooked for a big attendance 
was on hand. There was evidence though, in 
the betting pavilion, that the offering was be- 
low standard judging by the stagnant opera- 
tions. 

The racing did not suffer to any material 
extent by the poor calibre of starters. Their 
even class made for good sport, several of 
the finishes being of the thrilling variety, 
with the winner’s margin just barely per- 
ceptible. 

All the dashes had cl.aiming clauses, with 
non-winners at this meeting participating. It 
brought together starters tliat left little to 
clioose from in tiie matter of superiority and 
they raced compactly from the start, the 
ultimate contenders driving liard to score. 

I'’or tlie w.ant of something better the mile 
and an eighth ila.'^li s.^rved as the outstand- 
ing contest- Tliere were fi%'c starters in it, 
with Gondolier sliglilly iireferrcd over Stump 
Jr. Tliis pair fouglit it out in strenuous 
style, though Gondolier was pounds tlie best 
'riic latter’s clo.se sliave from defeat was due 
to tlio incompeteiicy of Lung, iii.s rider. He 
was unable to guide liim properly, hnd in’ 
tlie last sixteenth lie liept liirn under the 
stoutest kind of restraint, probahiy to kceii 
liim from swerving over against Stump Jr., 
next to the inner rail. I.ang’s action was 
almost fatal, for liis mount barely won by a 
nose, anil lie . would have been passed by 
Slump Jr. in another stride.

TO. ^fartin, and, failing to get off in front, 
ills timidity asserted itself and lie pulled his 
niciint up. 

Fourteen ordinary lior.ses engaged in the 
second race with Jackson tlie favorite, but 
Gorcorun gave him a timid ride, accoiniting 
for ills failure to wear down I.ady Choco, 
which won handily. Kilhowie managed to 
outstay the otheis in third place. 

JUiby, wliich has been a disappointment in 
former starts here, was benefitted by a rous- 
ing ride she got from Barlvo and it bellied her 
beat home (5olden TLIlows, one of the out- 
siders. J^ugs landed in ttiinl place. 'Pliere 
was extensive suiiport in the race Br Mom, 
lint any chance she might liave had went 
glimmering in the stretcli wliere slie was sur- 
rounded by the others and could not extend 
herself. 

Exchange, ■which in a preceding start was 
liadly beaten off, found liis speed in the 
fourth race and led for tlie entire way. He 
was lielped to his victory by the ground that 
J.ang saved on liim and he beat home the 
favorite, T..ady Rose, on which (.Nirccran 
again showed a weak .stretch effort. Kindred 
was going fastest at tlie finish and in ;i few 
strides would liave beaten out tlie leader.s. 

Normal and Majority, tlio former favorite, 
and tlie latter an extreme outsider, jiut up a 
reusing liattle all during the stretch with 
Normal just managing to win liy inches. 
Royal Charlie iinished in tliird pl.ace.
